NITRO-GLYCUCERINE.

Three Men HKHilled and Seven Othors
Wounded by its Explosion,

From the Troy Timey, Fob. 1.

On Baturday moruniog at 10 o'clock a loud ex«
plosion suddenly alurmed the inhnbitants of the
guict villuge of Homh Petersburg, iu this
couniy, and for u few moments the ulmost con-
sterpaticn was depicled on every couutenance,
This soon gave place to the jutensest feeling of
hortor, as the news epread from mouth to
mouvth that the shock which liad been expe-
rienced thronghout the villuge procecded from
A rotk cutting slong the track of Parks Lobae-
non Eprirgs Ralroad, and resolted trom the
premature exploston of w can of nliro-glyuerine

and that nombers of the workmen enguaged

upou the round bhad been killed snd imjured.
The reality was bad enough, for threa men had
in an instaut been hurled into eternity, while
seven others were Nittle better than wangled,
Yuivering masges of humnnity: bot ns it wne
known that thirty men werey nt work in the
cutting, aud us thae terrible effcet of glycerine
was comprebended in a4 moment, the fears
of the populace maguitied the borrors of
the aceideut tenfold, snd rumors of even greater
destruction of fife prevatled vntil the sad reality
was known, A shocking sight barst upon the
view of those wlo, bastening to the reliet of
the unufortunate workmen. were the first to
urrive upon the seene, Toose who bal escaped
ficd sn terror from tue pluce—the eries ot horror
and nlarm mingling with the sbrieks of the
wounded os they lay hopeless o an sgony
utterly beyond the power of pen to describe or
the mind to reuxlizge, Three men—Eptraim R,
Webster, the foremun of the work: Johun Con?®
nors aud William Clayton—were blown into
masses of alwost unrecoguizable huwanity,
while seven others, someof them with arms and
legs wrenched from their bodies, lay in all dicecs
tlope—perhups the most pitinble vieiims of the
horrible enlamity. The vames of the wounded
are John O'Neal, lnjured beyond all possinility
ot recovery; Bryan Higeing, Michiel Maloney,
Patrick Riley, James Uounnors, Henry Broen,
sud Jobn Rush—two of the lust numed belng
vory severely hurt,

In 1hbis tube the glyeerine was inserted, and in
up fvner tube a small guantity of powd-r, to
which the fuse was attached, seryel asthe
mennsof exploding the fluid wien placed In posl-
tion inthe rock, On Baturduy night preparations
had been made to discharge a blast, Mr. Wedster
Lad prepared a cartridge, bat upon exsmioation
fonud that it was defective in some way, He
picked up a small hammer that Iay upon the
ground near him and begun to tap the cartridge
gently upon one of the ends. In an lustunt it
exploded, Ope of the men who were Killed wns
standing in the jmmediate prescuce of Mr,
Webster, holding in his haiod & can of the
wlfyc{-rhm. The cun was exploded by the force
of the explosion of the cartridge, and thas the

seek o home elsewher, Bhe wscordiugly made
known her foliy to Henly, She took her
father's money, and at pight Heoly ae-
companied her from the pareptal roof
at her request sand under heg iy, na
ghe afterwurds msserted.  The daughter
was discoyercd, as stated, o Germaotown,
with the mouey she haa taken, sod her latner,
who hud gone to Memphis to put the detectives
on the track, hastened o Germantown, aud, in
company with a friend, started for his home
with his daughter, bia money, sod the colored
man Henly. On the way some twenty-five
flends dressed as Ko-klux scized Henly, To

strenm near, by when they fired upon him and
plerced him with seven balle,  They then
ripped him open with thoir kntves. slastied aod
gaghed bim il over, and beft him lying ua-
buried,
